Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shiraishi (5,867,691). 

With regard to claim 1, Shiraishi discloses an I/O region formed on a chip 1 1 and having 
at least an input/output pad 12; an active region formed on the chip 12; a plurality of logic 
circuits (27a,27b) having either the same functions or different functions being mounted in the 
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active region, and a selection circuit for selectively operating only one of the plurality of 
mounted logic circuits (27a, 27b). (Note figs. 1, 3, 8B of Shiraishi). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of 
this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shiraishi 
(5,867,691). 

With regard to claim 4, Shiraishi discloses all the claimed subject matter except for the 
selection circuit selects a logic circuit 27a to be operated on the basis of a signal input supplied 
from the outside through the input/output pad 12. However, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to form the selection circuit selects a logic circuit 27a to be operated on 
the basis of a signal input supplied from the outside through the input/output pad 12 in order to 
increase the speed at present time, and the malfunction of the chip is induced, because such 
structure is conventional in the art for forming functional blocks arranged in the large scale 
integrated circuit using the same. (Note figs. 1, 3, 8B of Shiraishi) is cited to support for the well 
know position. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 2,3,5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 2,3,5are allowable over the prior art of record, because none of these references 
disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed invention such as said selection circuit includes 
a disconnecting section, and said discoimecting section is disconnected to allow permanent 
setting of an operable circuit as recited in claim 2, and said selection circuit includes a transistor 
element connected in series with each said logic circuit and a power terminal, and said transistor 
element selects a logic circuit to be operated on the basis of a signal input supplied from the 
outside through said input/output pad as recited in claim 5.
